SPECIAL RULES ADOPTED BY THE IOWA STATE BOARD 
OF HEALTH REGARDING INFANTILE PARALYSIS. 

The Iowa state board of health adopted the following special rules 
regarding poliomyelitis at a meeting held August 17, 1910: 

All cases of infantile paralysis, or suspected cases, shall be reported 
by the attending physician or the head of the family to the local board 
of health. 

The state board of health recommends the quarantine of all cases 
for at least two weeks after the beginning of the disease and thorough 
disinfection of infected premises after the termination of the disease. 

It is a well-established fact that the infectious material is found in 
the secretions of the nose and mouth of afflicted persons, and the board 
therefore recommends the use of sprays or gargles of 1 per cent so- 
lution of hydrogen peroxide to prevent the further spread of the 
disease. All discharges from the patient should be disinfected by 
means of bichloride of mercury or carbolic acid.
